The seme law provides for the naturaliza- 
tien of foreign residents in France, but 
by a strange imconsistency provides that 
avy Frenchman residiag abroad, whether 
naturalized or not, found bearing arms 
against France, shall suffer death. Eng- 
land also, im 1544, adopted a law for the 
Baturalivation of foreigners, admitting 
them to all the rights of citizenship, ex 
cept that of holding a seat tn Parliament 
or im the nstionpal council. Holland, 
Sweden, Belgium, Prussia, Austria and 
wither foreign countries provide for the 
maturalization of foreyners, but while 
they’all declare that citizemship is lost by 
emigration, they deny the right of the 
ep biject to renounce hisallegiance. Spain 
alone of all the nations of Europe con- 


cedes the right of the subject to renounce 


his allegiance. 
There can be nothing more absurd t 
the general doctrine of Europe on this 
qnestiog. Every government offers the 
inducements of citizenship and political 
equality to those subjects of other coun- 
tries who may migrate to its dominion, 
bot each strenuously claims that no act 
of naturalization by other governments 
can release its suljects from their allegi- 
ance. Each, while offering inducemenis 
to the people of other lands to renounce 
their allegiance, refuses the same privilege 
te its Own people. 

This jumble of inconsistent laws has 
the general effect of preventing migra- 
tien from one State to another, particu- 
larly as a change of residence is, not fol- 
lowed by any mitigation of political dea 
pétism.
